2 SUPPLEMENTARY EXTRADITION CONVENTION WITH CANADA 


The purpose of the convention is to supplement in certain respects 
the list of crimes on account of which extradition may be granted 
under the treaties and conventions in force between the United States 
and Canada, particularly the convention concluded between the 
United States and Great Britain on December 13, 1900 (32 Stat. 
1864), so as to comprehend any and all frauds which are punishable 
criminally by the laws of both contracting states, especially those 
which occur in connection with transactions in securities. 

For some years, one of the major enforcement problems confronting 
the Securities and Exchange Commission has been the halting of 
illicit stock promotions by operators located in Ontario, Canada, who 
have obtained from United States investors millions of dollars through 
the sale of worthless stock. Existing extradition arrangements with 
Canada are inadequate for the prosecution of such offenses in this 
country where the investor-victims reside and the major part of the 
necessary evidence is to be found, It is believed that the new supple- 
mentary convention will afford an effective solution of this problem, 
for under its provisions an. operator in Canada who sold worthless 
securities to an American contd be brought to this country to stand 
trial in the community where his crime was committed. Upon its 
entry into force, the convention should represent an important ad- 
vance in providing the fullest measure of protection for American 
investors. 

The substance of the convention is embodied in article I which 
amends the enumeration numbered 11 in article I of the supplementary 
extradition convention of December 13, 1900, to read as follows: 

11A “Obtaining property, money or valuable securities by false pretences or 
by defrauding the public or any person by deceit or falsehood or other fraudulent 


means, whether such deceit or falsehood or any fraudulent means would or would 
not amount to a false pretence. 


11B ‘Making use of the mails in connection with schemes devised or intended 
to deceive or defraud the public or for the purpose of obtaining money under 
false pretences.” 

Article IL of this supplementary convention provides that it shall 
enter into force on the day of the exchange of instruments of ratifi- 
eation and shall continue in force as though it were an integral part 
of the supplementary convention of December 13, 1900, subject to 
the provisions of article II of that supplementary convention with 
respect to termination.

SUPPLEMENTARY CONVENTION TO THE SUPPLEMEN- 
TARY CONVENTION BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES 
OF AMERICA AND HER MAJESTY FOR THE MUTUAL 
EXTRADITION OF FUGITIVE CRIMINALS, SIGNED AT 
WASHINGTON, DECEMBER 13, 1900 
The United States of America and Canada, being desirous of 

modifying and supplementing in certain respects the list of crimes on 

account of which extradition may be granted under the Treaties and 


Conventions in force between the United States of America and 
Canada, particularly the Convention concluded by the United States 
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of America and Her Britannic Majesty on December 13, 1900, so as 
to comprehend any and all frauds which are punishable criminally by 
the laws of both contracting states, particularly those which occur in 
connection with transactions in securities, have decided to conclude 
a Supplementary Convention for that purpose and have appointed 
as their respective Plenipotentiaries: 


The United States of America: 
Don C. Bliss, Minister of the United States of America at 
Ottawa, and 
Canada: 
Lester Bowles Pearson, Secretary of State for External 
Affairs in the Government of Canada, and 
Stuart Sinclair Garson, Minister of Justice and Attorney- 
General in the Government of Canada. 


who, having communicated to one another their respective full 
powers, found in good and due form, have agreed as follows: 


ARTICLE I 


The enumeration numbered 11 in Article I of the Supplementary 
Extradition Convention signed on December 13, 1900, between the 
United States of America and Her Britannic Majesty, is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


114A “Obtaining property, money or valuable securities by 
false pretences or by defrauding the public or any person by 
deceit or falsehood or other fraudulent means, whether such deceit 
or falsehood or any fraudulent means would or would not amount 
to a false pretence. 

11B “Making use of the mails in connection with schemes 
devised or intended to deceive or defraud the public or for the 
purpose of obtaining money under false pretences.” 


ARTICLE II 


The present Supplementary Convention shall be ratified and the 
instruments of ratification shall be exchanged at Ottawa. 

The present Supplementary Convention shall enter into force on 
the day of the exchange of the instruments of ratification and it shall 
continue in force as though it were an integral part of the Supple- 
mentary Convention of December 13, 1900, subject to the provisions 
of Article II of that Supplementary Convention with respect to 
termination.
